REIGNING FAVORITE FORKENTUCKY DERBY 




SARAZEN 

Here is the unbeaten Sarazen, reigning favorite for the Golden Jubilee Kentucky Derby, 
io be run at Churchill Downs on Saturday, May 17. Both East and West this sparkling son of 
Jiigh Time — Rush Box is considered the logical first choice for Kentucky's most famous race. 
There are very good reasons for this conclusion. None of the candidates have better racing 
credentials. The winner cf ten straight races without meeting defeat, Sarazen well earned the 
title of champion two-year-old of 1923. He began in a modest way here in Chicago at the 
Hawthorne track on Saturday, July 7, and won over a heavy track in inr/iressive style. On 
July 19 at the same track he confirmed the good impression he made on hib intial appearance, 
and this time over a fast track won by eight lengths, running five-eighths of a mile in 59^. 
Next we find him at Saratoga, where, because of lack of stake engagements, he only started 
once. He made such a wonderful impression in his first start in the East that offers for him 
came fast and thick and finally Mrs. Vanderbilt, owner of the Fair Stable, secured the young- 
ster from Phil Chinn. Then came the fall campaign, in which Sarazen proved conclusively 
that he was one of the best, if not the best, two-year-cld of 1923. Perhaps his most impres- 
sive victory was at Laurel October 2 in the Porterhouse Stakes, in which he beat such good 
cider opponents as Flagstaff, Bigheart and Blazes and ran the mile in 1 :38%. He also easily 
triumphed over Happy Thoughts, the acknowledged queen of last year’s two-year-olds, in the 
Laurel Special and later just as easily defeated General Thatcher and Blazes in the Pimlico 
Serial Weight-for-Age Race No. 2. He was never extended in any one of the ten races he won 
and there is no teTing just how fast or far he can run until an opponent is discovered to put 
him to the supreme test. There are many competent judges who believe that Sarazen will 
prove just as formidable this year as he did in 1923. Tliat remains to be seen, but nothing 
can detract from the following brilliant record of achievement as a two-year-old:

He sent the juve- 
niles from the barrier for sharp quarters, 
and the older horses were sent half a mile. 

Carroll Shilling waited with the Gifford A. 
Cochran horses until later in the morning 
when the main course was opened to train- 
ing. He warmed the horses up on the train- 
ing track and then sent them over to the 
main course for their gallops. Revenue 
Agent and Sun Flag were sent an easy mile 
in 1 :52. This performance was matched by 
Sunspero and Spic and Span, while Nellie 
Kelly galloped three-quarters in 1 :19. 

While Thomas Welsh was schooling a 
band of the J. E. Widener two-year-olds at 
the barrier, starter Mars Cassidy arrived at 
the track. He saw the Welsh charges at 
their schooling. They were well behaved.

O’Mara, Lieutenant Farrell, The Gaff. White- 
marsh and Aunt Aggie. Whiteniarsh is a 
two-year-old by Campfire from Fantastiue ; 
.\unt Aggie, a two-year-old, by Olambala — 
Cream. 

G. A. Alexandra’s best are Sweepstakes, 
Doughnut and Galantman. Sweepstakes, a 
successful sprinter at the Fair Grounds, was 
a February acquisition by the claiming race 
pro<c.ss from the stable of ,T. L. Holland, 
(lalantman has gone back badly.

By the way, it w*as Zev’s showing in the 
Paumonok that determined Messrs. Sinclair 
and Hildreth to send the son of The Finii 
to Churchill Downs for the Kentucky Derby. 
The colt had shown so indifferently in tho 
Preakness Stakes that Hildreth had about 
reached the conclusion that his charge was 
either a little off or disinclined to stay over 
a long route. After the Paumonok, which 
the brown champion won in runaway fash- 
ion, it was decided to send Zev to Kentucky 
and a car was ordered forthwith. At tho 
time Mr. Sinclair said that he believed the 
army of admirers of Zev who had supported 
the colt in the ante-post betting were entitled 
to a run for their money. How Zev won tho 
race and ultimately became the greatest 
money winner in the history of tlie American 
turf is a matter of record. 

PROBABLE PAUMONOK STARTERS. 

That Zev will be a started in this year’s 
renewal of the Paumonok is practically as- 
sured, as the race furnishes the best sort of 
a preparation for an extended campaign. 
Others that look as though they w’oiild sport 
silk in the stake are the rival three-year-olds 
St. James and Mad Play. A race of this 
character would be helpful for the Preakness, 
in which both are engaged to start. Still 
other Paumonok eligibles are Goshawk, Or- 
dinance, Sun Flag, Dunlin, Lord Baltimore 
II., Martingale, Untidy, Tree Top, Sarazen, 
Stanwix, Bluemont, Miss Star, Fluvanna, 
-Anna Marrone II., Dunboyne, Little Chief, 
Flagstaff, Osprey, Happy Thoughts, Little 
Celt, Ormesvale and Miss Cerina. 

Like the Toboggan Handicap, which is the 
sprinting feature of the Belmont Park ses- 
sion, the Paumonok is usually bitterly con- 
tested, with the placed horses heads and 
necks apart at the finish. The value of the 
race, $6,000, make.s it a substantial prize for 
any stable to begin the season on. 

The Suffolk Claiming Stakes, $2,000 added, 
will al.so be run on the opening day. Among 
the eligibles are Master Charlie, winner of 
the Tijuana Futurity, and his stablemate 
Socrates, by Sarmatian, the runner-up on 
that occasion. These colt.s introduce new 
.sires to the American turf world. I^ord 
Archer, sire of Master (Tiarlie, is by Spear- 
mint, the English Derby winner, out of 
Baroness Iai Fleche, by Ladas, next dam 
La Fleche, by St. Simon. Sarmatian is by 
Sardanapale, famous French sire, out of 
M(.usse des Bois, by Ajaz, one of the best 
sons of Flying Fox. Lord Archer is in Eng- 
land, Master Charlie having been imported 
last summer, but Sarmatian, now in his 
seventh year, is at the Belair Stud of William 
Woodward in Maryland. Socrates is out of 
Daphne, by Ballot, which has already pro- 
duced a good winner in Cyclops. He is the 
first of the get of Sarmatian to race and i.s 
an unusually promising colt. 

There are ninety-three eligibles for the 
Suffolk and included in the lot are sons and 
daughters of such well-known sires a.s 
Broomstick. Pennant. Peter Pan, Sweep, Bal- 
lot, Hourless. Campfire, Wrack. Vulcain. 
Huon, Johron, High Time, Trap Rock, Omar 
Khayyam, Spur and Under bire.
